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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

Claim 1-36 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by DeMoney 
(US 6,065,050). 

Regarding Claim 1: DeMoney discloses a method for facilitating trick plays, the method 
comprising the steps of: receiving a media stream that comprises independently 
decoded frames and inter-frames (column 2 lines 29-45 and column 6 lines 27-36); 
and analyzing the media stream and in response generating a media stream associated 
data structure that enables a transmission of a trick play media stream (column 6 lines 
27-36). 

Regarding Claim 2: DeMoney discloses a method of claim 1 wherein the media stream 
is MPEG compliant (column 2 lines 29-45). 

Regarding Claim 3: DeMoney discloses a method of claim 2 wherein the 
independently decoded frames are l-frames (column 2 lines 29-45). 
Regarding Claim 4: DeMoney discloses a method of claim 1 wherein the step of 
analyzing comprises locating l-frames, storing the location of the l-frames and retrieving 
timing information associated with the l-frames (column 5 lines 25-52). 
Regarding Claim 5: DeMoney discloses a method of claim 4 wherein the timing 
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information comprises normal play time values (column 5 lines 25-52). 
Regarding Claim 6: DeMoney discloses a method of claim 1 wherein the media stream 
associated data structure comprises retrieval information for facilitating retrieval and 
transmission of the independently decoded frames (column 5 lines 25-52). 
Regarding Claim 7: DeMoney discloses a The method of claim 1 wherein the media 
stream associated data structure comprises retrieval information for facilitating retrieval 
and transmission of the independently decoded frames and of duplicating frames 
(column 1 lines 47-58 and column 5 lines 25-52). 

Regarding Claim 7: DeMoney discloses a method for providing trick mode streams, the 
method comprising the steps of: (a) receiving a request to change a display mode of a 
certain media stream (column 3 lines 13-37); (b) fetching a media stream associated 
data structure associated with the certain media stream (column 3 lines 13-37); and (c) 
processing the media stream associated data structure and in response providing a 
media stream that complies with the requested display mode (column 3 lines 13-37). 
Regarding Claim 9: DeMoney discloses a method of claim 8 wherein the step (c) 
comprises: determining a number of duplicating frames between each pair of 
Independently decoded frames of a trick play media stream in response to the 
requested display mode; and fetching independently decoded frames from locations 
that are pointed to In the media stream associated data structure (column 1 lines 47-58 
to column 3 lines 13-37). 

Regarding Claim 10: DeMoney discloses a method of claim 9 further comprising 
altering timing information of independently decodable frames and of duplicating frames

to provide a sequence of frames tliat form a media stream of a requested mode 
(column 4 lines 32-48). 

Regarding Claim 11: DeMoney discloses a metliod of claim 8 wherein the display 
mode is fast forward or rewind (column 4 lines 32-48). 

Regarding Claim 13: DeMoney discloses a method of claim 8 wherein the display 
mode defines a presentation rate of the media stream (column 4 lines 32-48). 
Regarding Claim 14: DeMoney discloses a method of claim 8 wherein the step of 
fetching comprises a step of determining whether the media stream associated data 
structure is stored at a local storage medium or is stored in a remote server (Fig. 1). 
Regarding Claim 15: DeMoney discloses a method of claim 8 wherein a change 
between display modes comprises switching between media streams at predefined 
points having essentially the same normal play time values (column 3 lines 13-37). 
Regarding Claim 16: DeMoney discloses a method of claim 8 further comprising 
multiplexing the media stream with other media streams to provide a multiplex of media 
streams to end users (column 4 lines 32-48). 

Regarding Claim 17: DeMoney discloses a method of claim 16 further comprising 
associating with each media stream of the multiplex a unique PID such that each media 
stream is distinguishable from other media streams of the multiplex (column 4 lines 32- 
48). 

Regarding Claim 18-21 and 23: Claim 18-21 and 23 are reject for the same subject 
matter as claims 8-1 1 and 13 respectively. 
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Regarding Claim 24: DeMoney discloses an apparatus for facilitating trick plays, the 
apparatus comprising a video pump adapted to access media stream associated data 
structures and selectively fetch portions of stored media streams, in response to 
contents of the media stream associated data structures, and to provide a trick play 
media stream (column 4 lines 32-48). 

Regarding Claim 25-35 and 37-41: Claim 25-35 and 37-41 are reject for the same 
subject matter as claims 1-1 1 and 13-17 respectively. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth In section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 12, 22 and 36 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
DeMoney (US. 6,065,050). 

Regarding Claim 12: DeMoney discloses a method of claim 8, except did not mention 
the use of a display mode is pause or slow motion; however the use of pause or slow 
motion is known in the art and an official notice taken. 

It would have been obvious to one ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention was made to combine the well known art into Demoney invention in order to 
have mult-control on audio/video data. 

Regarding Claim 22 and 26: Claim 22 and 36 are reject for the same subject matter as 
claim 12.
